AMERICAN EXPORTS. 

Remarkable Year for Trade—Statis- 
tics af Prosperity. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—The record 
of the most remarkable year in our ex- 
port trade was completed today by the 
Bureau of Statistics, so far as relates 
to the exportation of wheat and corn 
and other breadstuffs, pork, beef and 
other provisions, cotton and mineral 
articles. These articles form a large 
percentage of the total. The figures 


and dairy products, the val 
exportation is greater than 
being $154,454,074, against $137,138,084 
last year. In wheat, corn, oats and rye 
the increase in both quantities and 
value was strongly marked. The ex- 
portation of wheat for the year (in- 
cluding fleur as wheat) amounted to 
215,571,961 bushels, which exceeded the 
exportation of any preceding years, ex- 
cept that of 1892, which (flour included) 
amounted to 225,665, 812 bushels. The 
value of the wheat and flour exported 
during the year just ended amounted 
to $212,891,639, a sum only surpassed in 
1880 and 1892, the total in 1880 being 
in quantity and value of articles ex- $225,879,502, and that of 1892 being $236, - 
ported, though in some cases, notably (61,416, 
mineral and cotton, the export price per .

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles, commaning the United 
States army, arrived off Safitiago Bay 
Shortly after noon today. Upon the 
arrival of the auxiliary cruiser Yale on 

was a passenger, com- 
munication was opened with Admiral 
Sampson, and the two commanders 
were soon in conference. 

During the early afternoon Gen. Miles 
landed at Playa del Este and commu- 
nicated with Gen. Shafter, command- 
ing the American forces before San- 
tiago, by telephone. What the nature 
and result of the two consultations 
were is not disclosed at the War De- 
partment, but Gen. Miles doubtless was 
placed in possession of all salient points 
of the situation from the view point of 
both the navy and the army. 

It is understood to have been Gen. 
Miles’s purpose to proceed to Gen. Shaf- 
ter’s headquarters at 


Siboney, and, 


after discussing with Gen. Shafter the 
latter’s plan of campaign, to make a 


personal examination of the American 
position. It is not to understood 
that Gen. Miles is to supersede Gen. 
Shafter in command of the United 
Statss forces before Santiago. Gen. 
Shafter is operating there under the 
written instructions from the Secre- 
tary of War, approved by the Presi- 
dent, and as long as he is able physic- 


ally to direct the troops, he will re- 


main in command. 

ONLY ONE MESSAGE. 
{ASSOCIATED PRYSS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—Secretary 

Long had received no dispatches from 
Admiral Sampson up to 9.o’clock to- 
night. The Secretary was not antici- 
pating any important information from 
the fleet. 

A cable message was received at the 
Navy Department from Commodore 
Schley, but Secretary Long said it con- 
tained nothing of public importance, 
and would not be given out. 

A very large package was brought to 
the Navy Department today by Ensign 
Palmer from the St. Louis. It was a 
batch of letters written by the Spanish 
prisoners to be forwarded to. their 
friends in Spain. The letters will have 
to be examined by the department to 
see that they contain no information 
regarding the operations of the war 
which should not. be communicated to 
the Spanish authorities. 

AROUND THE DEPARTMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Gen. Shaf- 


ter’s report from sent just ve- 
fore midnight fast night, caused the of- 
ficials of the War Derartment to wait 
all day with the expectation of hearing 
that the bombardment of Santiago had 


begun. No word to that effect came, 


however, up to the time the department 
closed, and though there is little reason 
to doubt that the general carried out 
the programme of which he had notified 
the department, it was regarded as pos- 


sible that he had consented to a fur- 
ther extension under the flag of truce, 


in view of certain signs of weakness on 


the part of the Spanish commander. 
It is supposed here that Gen. Miles, 


with additional reinforcements on the 
Yale, will arrive at Siboney tonight or 
tomorrow morning. and if a surrender 


has not been secured by that time, it 


is believed that the assault upon the 
town proper will be prosecuted at once 


when it was attempted to project shells 
over the high hills from the open sea 
into Santiago city. Possibly better re- 
sults may be attained tomorrow if the 
attack is resumed then, but there is 
more likelihood that the main reliance 
will be on such of the lighter-draught 
vessels of Admiral Sampson's fleet as 
may succeed iri getting closer to the 
shore and in a better position than the 


heavy battleships. 

The officials here are satisfied that 
what appears to be delay on the part 
of Gen. Shafter was really caused by 
his efforts to carry out strictly the 
President's injunction to prevent the 
Spanish army from escaping from 


Santiago. He might have at- 
tacked the town several days ago, 
with the result that if the Spanish 


were overcome they would have re- 
treated without obstruction to the 
northwest, beyond the reach of our sol- 
diers to follow. His dispatch, written 
late last night, indicates clearly that 
he has been trying to complete his line 
of investment so as to prevent such an 
escape, and as he appears to feel satis- 
fied that he has accomplished this, the 
final assault will not be delayed much 
longer. Gen. Shafter is disposed to 
save every life possible in the war, 
probably having in mind the particu- 
larly large proportion of killed, wounded 
and missing, compared to the total 
strength of his army, in the battle of 
Caney, which the official figures, pro- 
mulgated today, show was exceptional 
in modern warfare. 

It is to save our troops that he de- 
sires to make a free use of artillery 
before the assault proper begins, and 
also to secure the cotperation of the 
navy in the attack. The little artillery 
duel of yesterday appears to have been 
more serious in its results than was 
at first suspected by Gen. Shafter him- 
self, for during the afternoon he was 
obliged to report as a result the death 
of Capt. W. Rowell, Second Infantry, 
one of the most gallant and popular 
officers of the regular establishment. 
Capt. Rowell was born in New York, 
and appointed to the Military Acadeiny 
in 1870. He became a second lievtenant 
in 1874, a first lieutenant in 1881, and 
in 1896 was placed in command of the 
company which ‘he led to his death. 
His death caused dee, grief among the 
officers of the department, who _ re- 
spected him for his soldierly qualities, 
as manifested in his hard service in 
the West. 

The cable communication bet ween 
Washington and Gen. Shafter’s head- 
quarters has now gotten into excellent 
condition, so that it has been possi- 
ble to receive at the department a 
message within two minutes afier it has 
been dispatched by Gen. f'nafter. Col. 
Allen, who is in charge at Gen. Shaf- 
ter’s end of the line, has reported to 
the department that ‘he is now en- 
gaged in laying a cable from Guan- 
tanamo to Playa del Este, which will 
still further reduce the time required 
for the exchange of communications. 

The appearance at the Navy  De- 
partment at an early hour of Ensign 
Palmer, one of the officers of the St. 
Louis, which arrived at Portsmouth 
yesterday, led tne officials to believe 
that he had brought the reports of 
the American naval commanders of the

Ex-Secretary Herbert had quite a 
conference with Secretary Long this 
afternoon upon the subject of fireproof 
wood for naval construction. He 
brought with him a formidable array 
of facts gathered from the newspaper 
reports of the naval battle, to show 
that fire was the element that worked 
the greatest destruction among. the 
vessels of the Spanish squadron, and 
that wherever American vessels had 
been hit, even in the case of the tiny 
torpedo boat, they escaped such fires 
because all of their wood work was 
fireproof. So impressed was Secretary 
Long with the statement that he had 
concluded to reconvene a special board 
which was appointed some time ago to 
deal with this matter, and which had 
recommended the use of the prepared 
wood be curtailed in sume m“asure in 
American warship building. 

Naval officials say that a serious ir- 
regularity occurred at the time the 
ships of Admiral Cervera’s fleet hauled 
down their colors and surrendered. In- 
quiries have brought out the fact that 
the breech blocks of the guns were 
thrown overboard, thus disabling the 
guns and making them practically 
worthless, and the valves by which the 
ships were flooded opened after the 
surrender, which was a breach of the 
rules of warfare, the enemy having 
ceased firing and having asked for 
quarter. It is said that further de- 
struction of the ships at such a time 
was both wanton and dishonorable, and 
that if the persons responsible for it 
are located they are likely to be held 
accountable. 

The department has not yet received 
the report of the court of inquiry show- 
ing in detail the injuries of these ships 
and the possibilities of salvage. The 
press report of the board's findings 
saying that only the Maria Teresa could 
be saved excited much surprise, as it 
was confidently believed that the Colon 
also could be saved in whole or in part. 
The officials are still hopeful that the

OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Via 
Playa de! Este, July 11.—At 9:30 o'clock 
this morning, after several range-find- 
ing shots over the ridge protecting San- 
tiago from the sea, the United States 
cruiser Newark opened fire into the 
city with her 8-inch guns. The signal 
corps officers stationed on top of the 
ridge reported the effect of the shots. 

The New York, Brooklyn and Indiana 
participated in the firing at intervals of 
five minutes. | 

The bombardment lasted for two 
hours, when Gen. Shafter reporetd that 
the shells were mostly falling in the 
bay and doing but little damage. The 
last shot, however, struck a prominent 
church in the heart of the city, which 
was” heavily with powder and 
ammunition, causing a tremendous ¢x- 
plosion. The extent of the @amage is 
not yet known. 

When the warships ceased firing, and 
before Gen. Shafter had begun a land 
attack, a flag of truce was seen com- 
ing from the city.

Her 
men shouted to the wrecked victims to 
jump, but they would not or could 
not understand the _ efforts to save 
them, and not until a number of the 
Ericcson’s men had made lines fast 
around their bodies and flung them- 
selves into the sea, did the Spaniards 
seem to understand. One by one they 
dropped off, and some were hauled on 
board the Ericcson, but the majority 
were drowned, 

The engines of the Vizcaya had not 
stopped for hours after she had struck; 
they were faithfully throbbing at their 
useless task. Her guns, too, had been 
left loaded, and one by one _ these 
boomed a requiem for the dying ship. 
In all the Ericcson picked up nearly 
one hundred survivors, among them 
the Vizcaya’s commander, Capt. Eulate 
of Competitor fame. He was the officer 
who ordered the execution of the cap- 
tives of that vessel. All the survivors 
were barefooted and scantily-clothed, 
and this added to the horror of the 
tragedy. The decks of a torpedo boat 
are uncomfortably hot and the bare- 
footed Spaniards were compelled to ex- 
ecute a continual dance on the heated 
plates to prevent the soles of their feet 
from blistering.

ONLY ONE STRING. 


Shafter Unrestricted Except He 
Must Bag Spaniards. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—Notice 
from Gen. Shafter to the effect that he 
has proposed to begin the assault and 
bombardment of Santiago today inten- 
sified the interest with which news 
from the front is being awaited at the 
War Department, and there were many 
inquiries at the office of the adjutant- 
general, beginnig in the early morning, 
for the latest dispatches. To all of 
these but one answer was returned: 
“Gen. Shafter has been given a free 
hand to deal with the situation, subject 
to but one condition, namely, that the 
Spaniards in Santiago must be cap- 
tured.” 

As he had not yet informed the War 
Department as to the details of his 
plans, further than was indicated in 
the dispatches received from him yes- 
terday, the belief here is that the affair 
of yesterday was of little importance, 
being perhaps but a feint on the part 
of the Spaniards to uncover the Amer- 
ican batteries, or to discover some weak 
spot which might be made the point of 
attack in a sortie when it comes to that, 
The officials here do no conceal their 
apprehension that the enemy may es- 
cape from Santiago under cover of 
darkness, and are consequently re- 
lieved each day when dispatches from 
the front show that they still occupy 
the town. 

The President himself was so much 
concerned over the possible escape of 
the Spanish forces that he direcetd the 
sending of explicit orders to Gen. Shaf- 
ter to prevent it at all hazards. This 
fact, taken with the general’s dispatch 
of yesterday, formed the basis of the 
opinion expressed at the War Depart- 
ment yesterday that Shafter’s attack 
would not be made immediately. It 
was gathered from these reports that 
he had not succeeded in extending his 
lines clear arourd the city, and it was 
feared that if he began the attack be- 
fore completing the circumvallation, 
the enemy, under the strength of his 
attack, might escare through the 'n- 
covered northwest secticn and retreat 
towards Wanzanillo over the read 
traversed by the reiforcements that last 
reached Santiago. Now, however, Shaf- 
ter reports that he expects to compicte 
his lines today, pr2sumably using for 
the purpose the reinforcements which 
reached him Saturday and yesterday, 
and it is expected the attack will be 
no longer delayed. 

Several telegrams were received at 
the Navy Department over night from 
Admiral Sampson. It is said that they 
did not relate to the attack on San- 
tiago, but touched on the organization 
of Watson's fleet and the movement of 
certain transports, which had been the 
object of inquiry. 

Capt.-Gen. Blanco is making des- 
perate efforts to get in supplies through 
the American blockade lines. Inspired 
by the successful attempt of the Puris- 
sima Concepcion to land supplies on 
the island of Cuba, he is now causing 
to be loaded another steamer at a 
Mexican port, with the intention of 
running the blockade and bringing food 
and ammunition to the beleaguered 
capital. This is a large ship of about 
3500 tons, and she already has taken 
on a bountiful supply of food, and is 
expected to load 2,000,000 cartridges. 
The craft is believed to be the steamer 
Montevideo, now at Vera Cruz, and 
protests have been lodged with the 
Mexican government by the American 
Consul there against the clearance of 
the vessel. The Montevideo is an auxil- 
iary cruiser of the Spanish navy, it is 
said, and carries a considerable bat- 
tery. Notice of the Montevideo’s

CLIMATE IS BAD.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] <A special to the Press says 
disquieting reports from medical offi- 
cers in Cuba are reaching Washing- 
ton. Climatic fevers and other dis- 
eases incidental to the inclemency of 
the prevailing season threaten to dis- 
able the material portion of our army. 
If the conditions grow worse, more se- 
rious danger than light fevers may

The situation suggests what may be 
expected at Havana. There seems to 
be a prospect of much difficulty in tak- 
ing Havana, and it will require a long 
siege to subjugate that city, if the 
war lasts until the frost. 

FRENCH AMBASSADOR'’S VISIT. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

NEW YORK, July 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal’s Washington 
correspondent adds some points to the 
general gossip concerning the alleged 
peace negotiations that are of interest, 
even should they prove premature and 
not wholly based on actual official data. 
These grow out of a visit today of M., 
Cambon, the French Ambassador at 
Washington, tothe President and State 
Department, which has received the 
usual official denial as to its bearing 
upon any overtures, definite or indefi- 
nite, on the part of Spain to the United 
States. 

According to the authority quoted, it 
was said in Washington tonight that 
Cambon asked the President what he 
would do if the representative of Spain 
should offer to yield Cuba directly to 
the United States, give up Porto Rico, 
and pay an indemnity, providing the 
United States would withdraw all 
claims to the Philippine and Ladrone 
islands. 

The President, it is said, answered as 
diplomatically, saying: “When Spain's 
representative makes such a proposi- 
tion it will be time to answer you.” 
The President is reported to have fur- 
ther told Cambon that Spain must 
make a definite proposal looking to 
peace. 

It must come from Spain first, and 
directly. Thereupon Cambon_ asked 
what reception the following terms 
would have: “Return the Philippine and 
Ladrone islands to Spain, granting the 
independence of Cuba on the Cubans 
assuming a portion of the Cuban debt, 
the temporary occupation of Porto Rico 
by the United States, the payment of 
an indemnity, the amaunt to be fixed 
by an international council of arbi- 
tration.”” The President n told the 
French Ambassador that the) only terms 
to which the United States would agree 
as a basis of peace were: 

“Cuban independence, free and abso- 


lute; the permanent occupation of

ARMY INACCURACIES. 


Blanco and Others Wire Madrid 


from Havana. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

MADRID, July 11, 10:30 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] Gen. Blanco has cabled 
the government as follows: 

“The proposal for an unconditional 
surrender of Santiago de Cuba being 
rejected, hostilities were resumed at 4 
o’clock this (Sunday) afternoon. I or- 
dered Santiago to defend itself l’out- 
rance. The enemy commenced by 4 
cannonade, setting fire to the wreck of 
the Alfonso XIII, which henceforth it 
will be impossible to save. 

“The Americans also appear to 
threaten Baturanao Bay. The cruiser 
Pennsylvania (sic) which I had sent 
with 50,000 rations to force the block- 
ade at Santiago was pursued by the 
enemy, and abandoned its cargo. This 
attempt to revictual the town, there- 
fore, has failed. The enemy opened the 
attack on San Juan and El Moro at 
4:15 p.m., by a brisk fusilade and by 
guns. Our troops maintained their po- 
sitions, and the enemy abandoned their 
advanced trenches and those on the hill 
of San Juan. The squadron simulta- 
neously bombarded the town. The fir- 
ing ceased at 7 o’clock. Our troops be- 
haved admirably, and our losses were 
slight.” 

Another Havana dispatch says: “The 
Americans abandoned their positions at 
Sentiago. The Spaniards had one cav- 
alry officer wounded.” 

Capt. Aunon, Minister of Marine, de- 
nies that Admiral Cervera had instruc- 
tions to leave Santiago Bay.’ The gov- 
ernmentleft to to his discretion to make 
an exit if he were unable to resist in 
the bay.

FIFTH EXPEDITION MUST AWAIT 
RETURNING TRANSPORTS. 


Two Additional Companies Offered 
from Arizona—New Mexicans 
Feted—Collision of a Hos- 
pital Train in Florida. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11.—This 
week will see another exodus of the 
Manila forces. Thursday morning the 
Peru, carrying Maj.-Gen. E. S. Otis and 
staff, six troops of the Fourth United 
States Cavalry, under command of Col. 
Kellogg, and two batieries of the 
Sixth United States Artillery, under 
command of Maj. Grugan, and the 
City of Puebla, with the Fourteenth 
Infantry detachment, will steam out of 
the harbor. 

Maj.-Gen. Otis has decided not to 
wait for the New York Volunteers, but 
will proceed at once to Honolulu to 
assist, according to his orders, in the 
ceremonies of occupying the city. The 
Fourth Cavalry, Sixth Artillery and 
Sixteenth infantry will have the privi- 
lege of taking part.in the ceremonies. 
They will remain in Honolulu until the 
other three vessels of the five destined 


_ forthe fourth expedition come on, then 
the whole force of troops with Maj.- 


Gen, E. S. Otis and Brig.-Gen. H. G. 
Otis will preceed to Manila. 

The troops for the Rio de Janeiro 
and St. Paul have not been selected. 
The fifth and probably last expedition 
to the Philippines will await the re- 
turning transports of the first expedi- 
tion, the Australia, City of Sydney 
and Peking. 


The question of transports is still 
somewhat of a vexed one. Some means 
of transporting the First New York 
Volunteers, which have been ordered 
to garrison Honolulu, will have to be 
secured Within the next few days, and 
the problem is now before the quarter- 
master’s department. None of the ves- 
sels of the Manila fleet will be de- 
tached for this purpose, and it is 
thought that one or more small vessels 
adaptable for the short trip can be 
chartered. The question will probably 
be settled before the New York regi- 
ment arrives Thursday.

OREGON IN IT,

PORTSMOUTH (N. H.,) July 11.—The 
few officers who came in on the St. 
Louis, and who participated in the 
fight with the Spanish cruisers off San- 
tiago, were obliged to tell the whole 
story of the memorable contest. While 
in the main their accounts did not 
differ materially from the press dis- 
patches, yet they seem to give credit 
to the work of the Oregon, 

From an account given by one officer 
it appears that on the morning of the 
fight, four American warships lay off 
the entrance to the harbor. The Ore- 
gon Was slightly to the east; then to 
the westward came the converted 
¥acht Gloucester, lying between the 
Oregon and lowa. To the westward 
of the lowa was the Texas, while fur- 
ther along, in fact, eight or ten miles 
to the west of the harbor, was. the 
Biooklyn, with Commodore Schley on 
Doard. 

The position of the fleet was in keep- 
ing with the plan mapped out by Ad- 
miral Sampson, and his command had 
definite orders in case the Spanish fleet 
made a dash out of the harbor. While 
all the ships had steam up, none of 
them, with the exception of the Brook- 
lyn, was under way. Te latter had, 
a few minutes previous to the sight- 
ing of the Spaniards, turned away to 
the westward, and when the first shot 
was fired from the lowa, she Was go- 
ing away from the fleet at about an 
eight-knot gait. 

Just why the Brooklyn was steaming 
off to the west at this time is not 
known, but, although she had not gone 
far and was still probably quite near 
by Admiral

The Oregon was, therefore, in a most 
excellent position to meet the Vizcaya 
when she came along, and, without 
the help of the Texas, tackled her so 
fiercely that she Was on fire in few 
minutes and had headed for the beaca. 

While the Oregon's whole forward 
starboard battery was banging at the 
Vizeaya, the after guns had swung 
around, and were pumping shells into 
the Oquendo, which also had been 
tackled by the Iowa, which, in the 
meantime, had disposed of the Teresa. 

The wreck of the three Spaniards was 
accomplished in about fifteen or twenty 
minutes, and by this time, the Oregon 
had attained her maximum speed. 
With her forced draught on and every 
pound of steam up, the big Pacific 
Coast battleship ploughed through 
the water as she never did before, ex- 
cept, perhaps, on her speed trial three 
years ago. Leaving the Texas and 
Iowa to complete the destruction of the 
remainder of the Spaniards and the res- 
cue of the unfortunate sailors, Capt. 
Clarke headed the Oregon after the 
Colon. 

The Brooklyn by this time had taken 
her wide sweep off shore, and was 
headed in for the Colon, opening up on 
that vessel with her port broadsides. 
As the Colon ran by the Brooklyn she 
gave the latter the benefit of her big 
guns, and no less than thirty shots took 
effect on the Brooklyn’s port side, a 
number of them passing clear through 
the Kankee cruiser. 

As the Colon went by the Brooklyn 
the latter turned her starboard guns on 
the Spaniard. In the run up the coast 
the Brooklyn was hit’a dozen times on 
her starboard side, while all three of 
her tall smokestacks showed the effect 
of the Colon’s stern chasers. 

The superior speed of the Brooklyn 
and Oregon sealed the fate of the 
Colon, and after a run of forty miles 
Admiral Cervera ordered the flagship to 
be headed for the shore. The Colon 
struck about 150 yards from the beach, 
and as soon as she had grounded Ad- 
miral Cervera ordered every one to 
jump overboard, and plunged into the 
sea himself, followed by all his officers. 

The little Gloucester, after destroying 
the torpedo-boat destroyers, turned 
after the Oregon, and made such good 
time that she was up even with the 
Colon when she ran ashore. As she 
drew considerably less water than 
either the Oregon or Brooklyn, her 
commander, Lieut. Commander Wain- 
wright, was able to run in quite close 
to the stranded Spanish ship, and the 
Gloucesters’ boats were sent out after 
the swimming crew. Admiral Cervera 
was picked up just outside the surf, 
about ten yards from shore, and, after 
his long swim, he was thoroughly ex- 
hausted. 

The Colom had just turned in shore 
when the New York came sup after a 
long and quick run. The flagship was 
enabled to get in a dozen good shots 
before the Colon’s flag came down. so 
that Admiral Sampson had a hand-to- 
hand fight, although it was a brief one. 
It will be seen, therefore, that the 
Oregon, while the most eastern of all 
the American ships, nevertheless was 
enabled by her superior speed, to have 
a hand in the destruction of all four 
of the Spanish cruisers, and was the 
only one of the fleet that did. 


CHICAGO’S RENAISSANCE. 


Cruiser Leaves the Navy Yard 
Early Next Month. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, July 11.—The cruiser 
Chicago, reconstructed and with in- 
creased speed, early next month will 
leave the New York navy yard after 
having been in the hands of workmen 
for several years. Few will recognize 
in the new Chicago the vessel that flew 
Rear Admiral Erben’s flag and was 
commanded by Capt. Mahan, now a 
member of the Board of Strategy in 
Washington, for she is practically a new 
ship, the only remaining original part 
of her being the iron hull. 

When the Chicago went out of com- 
mission she was bark rigged, with three 
sail masts, but when she slips out of 
the dry dack will have only two masts, 
neither of which will carry sails. They 
will be military masts like those on 
the others of Uncle Sam’s ships, and 
will give to the rejuvenated cruiser a 
more warlike appearance. 

Her armament has also undergone 
material changes. Her main battery, 
formerly consisting of four  8-inch, 
eight 6-inch and two 5-inch breech- 
loading rifies, will be augmented by 
fourteen 5-inch rapid-fire guns, in addi- 
tion to her secondary battery, which 
will consist of all the latest models of 
small rapid-fire guns. 

HOW HE WAS BOTTLED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, July 11.—A special to 
the World from Portsmouth, N. H., 
says Admiral Cervera’s explanation to 
a naval officer as to why he took the 
fleet into Santiago was that he expected 
to provision and coal and get away in- 
side of twenty-four hours, but this was 
found to be impossible owing to the 
tropical methods employed in handling 
coal. Gen. Blanco was communicated 
with, and the presence of the two fleets 
in the Yucatan Channel and the Wind- 
ward Passage was announced.

NEW COMMISSION FAVORS PRESI- 
DENT DOLE FOR GOVERNOR. 


The Iden is President MeKinley’s. 
Present Laws of the New Terri- 
tory Excellently Adapted to Its 
Needs—August First About the 
Date of Departure. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Amer- 
ican members of the commission § ap- 
pointed by the President under the 
Hawaiian annexation act was in con- 
ference at the Capitol today. 

Senator Cullom was chosen chairman 
and other officials were chosen. Mr. 
Blumenthal of the official reporters of 
the staff was appointed reporter of the 
commission. It was decided that the 
entire clerical foree should be com- 
posed of employés of the Senate, so as 
not to add unnecessarily to the salary 
roll of the commission. It was impos- 
sible to fix a definite time of depar- 
ture, but August 1 was decided upon 
as the approximate date for sailing 
from San Francisco. It is expected 
that about two months will be spent 
in Hawaii, and the commissoin hopes 
to have its recommendations prepared 
by the opening of the next session of 
Congress. 

There was some discussion at today’s 
meeting of the plans for the work 
ahead, but this was necessarily infor- 
mal. So far as opinion was expressed, 
it was favorablee«to the adoption of the 
existing Hawaiian statutes. Senator 
Morgan gave the other members of the 
commission much information concern- 
ing theseqlaws, speaking of the legal 
system under the present government 
as one excellently adapted to local con- 
ditions. Among the questions which 
the commission will have to deal are 
the public land, the electric franchise 
and the fortifications. The members 
generally express the opinion 
means would be taken to protect the 
islands against all possible foes by 
erecting fortifications and main- 
taining a force for any probable 
emergency. The public land laws of 
the islands are quite complicated, and 
the chief end in view when they were 
formulated was that of inducing white 
immigration. The probabilities are that 
they will. be retained under the new 
System, in the main. 

The President’s intention of contin- 
uing President Dole as the Governor 
of the new Territory was discussed at 
the meeting as a matter decided upon, 
and was spoken of most approvingly. 
The commissioners favor a full Terri- 
torial form of government with a dele- 
gate in Congress and a local Legisla- 
ture, but they necessarily will post- 
pone the consideration of all matters 
of detail until they reach Honolulu 
and have an opportunity to confer with 
Messrs. Dole and Frear, the Hawaiian 
members of the commission. 


GOING IN AUGUST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—Senator 

Cullom of Illinois, one of the Hawaiian 
commissioners, said the commission 
would leave for Honolulu about the 1st 
of August, and probably would not 
complete its mission before the first 
or middle of October.

to leave Santiago with its side arms, 
has been rejected, and that the United 
States would accept no terms but im- 
mediate and unconditional surrender. 
Gen. Toral at 2:45 p.m., replied in a 
brief note that he rejected President 
McKinley’s proposal, and would con- 
sent to no other terms than those of- 
fered by himself. 

At 3:25 p.m., Gen. Shafter notified 
Gen. Toral that the armistice would be 
terminated and hostilities resumed at 
4 o'clock. At the same time he issued 
instructions to each division com- 
mander to prepare for a fresh attack 
on the Spanish works. These orders 
have been promulgated from Aguadores 
to El Caney. When the courier left 
with this dispatch, just before 4 o'clock, 
the artillery was preparing to open fire 
on the Spaniards at the end of the ar- 
mistice. The dynamite guns had been 
trained on the Spanish blockhouse with 
such precision that the first shot would 
obliterate it. The American soldiers 
will sleep in the trenches tonight. Eight 
batteries of light artiliery will be in 
position at midnight tonight, and the 
siege guns just landed will be ready 
for action at 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Gen. Shafter said to @ correspondent 
of the Associated Press this afternoon: 
“Gen. Henry and his division are now 
janding at Juragua and are coming up 
as rapidly as possible. Our lines can- 
not be made more effective, but if the 
chance offers to increase our strength 
I will take advantage of it. I shall 
not be surprised if we have Santiago in 
three days. 

“At El Caney there are 1000 miser- 
able refugees from Santiago, old men 
and women, whom the Spanish have 
permitted to go to our lines to get food. 
The plight of these helpless people is 
heartrending. The Americans are do- 
ing all they can for them.”

MONTREAL, July  11.—Sefior Du 

. kite secretary of the Spanish Le- 
ion at Washington, and Lieut. Car- 
military attaché, will leave 
Montreal tomorrow night by the Do- 
Monion steamer Ottoman, at the urgent 
and repeated request of the Dominion 
sovernment.

He was informéa that the 
United States objected to the presence 
of his clients in Canada, and that the 
Dominion government wished, with -as 
little fuss and trouble as was possible, 
tv induce them to leave. Mr. St. Pierre 
replied that nothing could be done so 
long as the money of his clients in the 
bank of Montreal was held under the 
capiases issued at the instance of De- 
tective Kellert, but that when this 
money Was released he would see what 
they had to say about going.

fred Laurier telegraphed, urging that 
the departure should take place on 
Saturday, July 2.

The action of 
Seftor Carranza is a violation of the 
laws of-the land, and I have therefore 
to request Sefior Carranza to leave this 
country. I have to make the same re-" 
quest of Sefior Du Bosc, whd, from evi- 
dence in our hands, is an accomplice in 
the establishment of the spy service 
which was organized by Sefior Car- 
ranza.”’ 
Mr. St. Pierre communicated the 
Premier's letter to Sefior du Bosc, and 
received, on July 2, a letter stating

emphatically protest against the second 
paragraph of Sir Wilfred’s letter, in 
whica he states that the Secretary of 
State of the United States of America 
has given communication to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, Her Majesty’s Ambassador 
at Washington, of the original letter 
addressed to Sefior Carranza from Mon- 
treal, on the 26th of May last, to the 
Spanish Minister of Marine, and placed 
in his hands a photographic copy of 
the same, which Sir Julian,fas trans- 
mitted to the Canadian government. 
This is completely false. Mr. Carranza 
has given me his word of honor that 
the only letter stolen thus far from 
hith-is a private one, addressed to 
Gomez Inez, a relative of his, em- 
ployed in the Navy Department at Ma- 
drid. This statement of Mr. Carranza 
is corroborated by the alleged transla- 
tion of the letter, which I have seen 
published in the newspapers. 
“Further in his communication, Sir 
Wilfred permits himself to assert that 
‘from evidence in your hands, Sefior du 
Bose is an accomplice in the estab- 
lishment of spy service, which was or- 
ganized by Sefior Carranza.’ This is a 
grave accusation, and one which should 
not be legally made to a responsible 
statesman. It will be incumbent upon 
Sir Wilfred to prove the correctness of 
his written accusation upon a future 
occasion. 

“As regards the statement contained 
in Sir Wilfred Laurier’s letter, that 
‘the action of Sefior Carranza is a 
violation of the laws of the land,’ I 
ean only say that Sir Wilfred Laurier 
is equally mistaken in bis law and his 
facts. The only spy organization of 
which I have cognizance is that with 
which the government of the United 
States has surrounded and dogged me 
since I have been in Canada. Of this 
there is ample proof, of which I shall 
be delighted to submit to Sir Wilfred 


FRANK CLEMENTS. 

The tunnel is an immense affair, be- 
ing projected to extend outward from 
the shore a distance of four and a half 
miles, and it has been under construc- 
tion for more than a year. The work 
has been attended with great diffi- 
ecuity. About six weeks ago there was 
en explosion of @as in the shore end of 
the big hole, which killed eight men 
and injured a number of others. 

The explosion tonight occurred a few 
minutes before 7 o'clock, but nobody 
will ever be able to tell what the 
cause Was .or how it happened,. for 
every witness is dead, and the bodies 
of all are lying where they fell, 6000 
feet out under the lake. 

The only man in the tunnel who es- 
ca\ped death is Con O'Donnell, a lock- 
tender, Who was stationed 3700 feet 
from the shore. He heard the explo- 
sion, or series of explosions.. He says 
there were ten of the shocks, and the 
concussion Was something terrible, for 
it threw him off his feet, and for hours 
he was in such a dazed condition that 
he could scarely remember what had 
happened. He finally groped his way 
eut and told what had occurred. 

Two men, Patrick Vonseer and Mar- 
tin McCauley, were the first to venture 
into the tunnel after the accident oc- 
curred. They made their way to a lock 
5) feet from the shore, and were there 
overcome by the gas and fell to the 
floor. When they failed to return a 
young man named James Clements. 
son of one of the men who was killed, 
and who was embloyed as a mule- 
driver, went to their rescue. He found 
them unconscious, lving over a mule 
cart, and succeeded in helping them to 
the well at the shore end of the tunnel. 
The would-be rescuers said that all 
the lights were out beyond the 5000-foot 
lock, and that they could not go any 
further.

“THE 
average condition, 90.5, though. 7.6 
points higher than the condition for the 
corresponding date of last year, is, 
with the exception of 1892 and 1893, the 
lowest July condition im ten years, the 
average for that period being 91.3. 

The condition winter wheat, 83.7, is 
5.1 points lower than last month, but is 
still 4.5 points higher than at the ccr- 
responding date last year, and 4.3 
points higher than the average for the 
past ten years. The average vield of 
spring and winter wheat combined jis 
89.4, which is 4.6 points higher than at 
the corresponding date last year, and 
6 points higher than on July 1, 1896. 

The average yield of barley is 85.7, 
Which is 6.9 points higher than last 
month, but is 2.8 lower than on July 1, 
last year, and 1.3 below the July aver- 
age for the past ten years. 

The wool report indicates the aver- 
age weight per fleece as being 5.8 
pounds, the same as last year.

Day Dispatches Candensed. 


A Kansas City dispatch says City Auditor 
Thomas C. Bell, aged years, is dead of 
typhoid fever, after a two-months’ iliness.

The men say they 
were compelled. to resume work, as their 
families were without means of subsistence. 
A Washington dispatch says the French 
Ambassador, M. Cambon, and his first secre- 
tary, M. Thiebeaut, were at the State De- 
partment yesterday. This naturally aroused 
renewed conjecture as to a ace move- 
ment, but it was officially stated that the 
Ambassador had not mentioned the subject 
of peace, and his visit was directed solely 
to learning something of the several Spanish 
officers now prisoners. The Chinese Minister 
also called in reference to the disposition of 


The New York Tribune says the iron league 
which is composed of most of the principal 
firms in New York City engaged in the 
manufacture and erection of architectural 
iron and steel work, is forming a national 
organization, into which it is proposed to 
take all the large firms in the principal 
cities. This move is viewed with apprehen- 
sion by the housesmiths and bridgemen’s 
unions.» These are the men who put up the 
fron and steel frames of tall buildings.

A Pittsburgh dispatch says Judge Acheson 
of the United States Cireuit Court handed 
down an opinion yesterday in the case of 
the United States Mitis Company against 
the Carnegie Stee] Company, Limited.

The case is one 
of the most important in years, and involved 
the manufacture of armor plate. Secretary 
Lovejoy of the Carnegie Company. when 
asked what: effect the decision would have 
on the manufacture of armor plate, replied 
that he had nothing to say. Counsel for the 
Carnegie Company statés that an appeal will 
be taken to the Circuit Court of Appeals. 

A North Sydney (C. B.) dispatch says the 
steamer Windward, which is to convey Lieut, 
Peary to the Arctic on his expedition in 
search of the North Pole, arrived Sunday 
night from New York, and is coaling at the 
Whitney pier. She has a large quantity of 
provisions on board, sufficlent to last the 
party several years, as Peary does not ex- 
pect to return before 1900. Peary will take 
passage on the steamer Help, also there, 
bound to Arctic waters with a party of ex- 
plorers.

NAVAL HERO GONE, 


REAR-ADMIRAL AMMEN DIES AT 
WASHINGTON, 


He Served in the Navy Within Six 
Months of Half a Century and 


Many Years—Interesting Carcer, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Rear-Ad- 
miral Ammen, one of the heroes of the 
civil war, died at the Naval Hospital 
here this morning, aged 78 years. He 
was an Ohioan. At the reduction of 
Port Royal, in 1861, he held the forts. 
until the army took possession. 

Admiral Ammen had been at the 
naval hospital for ten months, and 
death was due to general enfeebleness 


ters, unmarried, and two sons, one a 
paymaster in the navy. He was well 
known here, where he had lived many 
years. He served in the navy within 
six months of a half century. 

He was born in Ohio May 15, 1820, 
and entered the navy as a midshipman 
in 1836. He first served as a passed 
midshipman in the Wilkes exploring ex- 
pedition in ‘the Mediterranean in 1837- 
38. In 1849, while ranking as a lieu- 
tenant, he was attacned to a commis- 
sion to select a site for a naval station 
on the bay of San Francisco, later ac- 
companying a scientific expedition on 
the steamer Water Witch to the Para- 
guay River. He was executive officer 
of the North Atlantic blockading 
squadron at the outbreak of the rebel- 
lion. At the reduction of Port Royal 
November 6, 1861, he commanded the 
Seneca of the South Atlantic blockad- 
ing squadron, and was sent ashore to 
hoist the Union flag over the surren- 
dered forts, and to hold them until the 
army took possession. 

He commanded the forces entering 
via Whale Branch in the attack on Port 
Royal ferry, and was also engaged in 
the operations against Fernandina. He 
commanded the monitor Patapsco in 
the attack on Fort McAllister and Fort 
Sumter. In May, 1864, he was ordered 
to Aspinwall in command of 200 sea- 
men as passengers on board the Califor- 
nia passenger steamer Queen. Two 
days out of New York, a well-organized 
attempt at mutiny was suppressed by 
him, aided by several officers and a few 
volunteers among the passengers. 
Subsequently Admiral Ammen par- 
tieipated in the two attacks on Fort 
Fisher in the winter of 1864-65. He 
reached the grade of rear admiral in 
1889. Of his service twenty-one years 
and one month were spent at sea. He 
was a delegate to the Interoceanic Ship 
Canal Congress at Paris in 1879, and 
was a member of the naval advisory 
board in 1881. The ram Katahdin was 
designed by him. He wrote several 
books. 


Quake at Hayti. 


NEW YORK, July 11.—Advices_ re- 
ceived there today say that an earth- 
quake was felt in Cape Haytien, Hayti, 
at 8 o’clock this afternoon. The dis- 
turbance lasted five seconds, and was 
so severe that the inhabitants were 
driven from their homes in terror. No 
news of the extent of the damage or 
logs of life, if any, has been received. 


Banker’s Widow Dies. 


SAN JOSE, July 11.—Mrs. W. L. Tis- 
dale, widow of the founder of the First 
National Bank and mother of the late 
W. D. Tisdale, died today, aged 73 years. 
One of her sons is now on board the 
Olympia at Manila.

WRIGHT WAS WRONG. 


Out Looking for Trouble and Winds 
Up in Jalil. 


Charles N. Wright, who is connected 
in some indefinite capacity with the 
Rival restaurant at No. 115 West Sec- 
ond street, and George Bond, a negro, 
were arrested last evehing for disturb- 
ing the public peace. Wright is the 
man who alleged that he was shot at by 
J. J. aHle a few weeks ago, because 
the latter thought Wright had a dia- 
mond belonging to him, which he 
thought had been stolen in the Rival 
restaurant. 

Wright took yesterday off to look for 
trouble, and by evening he had found 
it a half-dozen times, and was, in addi- 
tion, a prisoner in the City Jail. He 
spent most of the afternoon yes- 
terday in a saloon at the corner 
of First and Los Angeles. streets 
known as “The 200," where he suc- 
ceeded in getting into several fights 
before the final one, and in annoying 
all persons near him. Those who saw 
Wright's affair with Bond unite in say- 
ing Wright was very much in the 
wrong, and that the negro did not even 
try to defend himself, preferring to ex- 
cuse Wright’s actions on the ground 
that he was drunk. Officers Fifield and 
Stewart arrested the two men, and 
they say that when they came upon 
the scene the negro was standing with 
his hands beside him, and quietly, in 
the entranceway to the saloon, and 
that Wright sneaked up to him and 
struck him twice in the face. Bond 
Was not stunned by the blows, but even 
then he did not attempt to retaliate. 
Officer Stewart turned Bond over to 
Officer Fifield, while he telephoned for 
the patrol wagon, and Fifield says that 
Wright then said to a friend of his: 
“Soak the nigger. The cops can’t hold 
three, and we'll git.”” The stranger 
did not follow instructions, however. 
At the Police Station Wright, who is 
happiest when talking slang, tried to 
tell Bond what to do when the police 
clerk asked him his name. “Be wise 
and get next to yourself, cul,” Wright 
suggested, and then, turning to Clerk 
Hensley, he said: “Our name's John 
Doe and Richard Roe.”

tried to kick down the iron bars of 
his cell with his shoes, but he was 
early threatened with the dark room, 
and he desisted. Bond was bailed out, 
but Wright was not.

SANTA CRUZ, July 11.—This morn- 
ing, Mrs. E. Klotzley attempted to mur- 
der her husband and his six-year-old 
child. Klotzley has charge of Bishop 
Warren's place on the Cliff drive. The 
couple separated six weeks ago, after 
having been marriei two years. She 
went to San José and returned last 
week. After asking Klotzley if he had 
his life insured, she iirea at him once 
and missed. Then she tired twice at 
the child and also misseid, the bullets 
whistling wy the child's ear. 

She again fired at Klotzley, the bul- 
let entering the left shoulder, but caus- 
ing a dangerous wound. She chased 
her husband with the empty pistol until 
a neighbor grabbed the woman. After- 
ward she swallowed twelve morphine 
pills and threw the box that contained 
them into the water. The pistol has 
not yet been found. 

While on her way to town she was 
arrested and charged with assault with 
a deadly weapon. Bail was fixed at $2500. 
She is now in jail. The woman is sup- 
posed to be insane. She is 33 years old, 
and was Mrs. Bessie Scot of Oregon 
before her later marriage. She re- 
fuses to make a statement, being in a 
dazed condition. 


PRO-FUSION VS. CON-FUSION. 


Or, the Prelude to a Merry Hell of 
a Time. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SACRAMENTO, July 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Everything points to a 
lively convention. The relations of the 
profusion and the confusion factions 
are so strained that the committee of 
Sacramento citizens having charge of 
the preparations for the convention has 
been unable to secure a list of dele- 
gates from which to have the roll call 
printed. Each side guards its list of 
delegates as jealously as though they 
would not bear the scrutiny of the 
other. The delegation from south of 
the Tehachepi believes that fusion is 
the price of office, and holds to the 
business principle of quick trades and 
good profits. They show small toler- 
ance for the old-fashioned notions of 
the ‘“‘Radicals’’ under Cator’s leader- 
ship, that rich alliance must be re- 
jected for the sake of party pride. 

They were thoroughly instructed in 
this branch of politics on the long trip 
by train from the lower country. Dur- 
ing thirty hours the delegates were 
confined in the tourist cars, the fusion 
strength was carefully canvassed by 
Wardall, Barlow's secretary, and E. 
L. Hutchinson, candidate for chair- 
man of the convention and for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, with the assistance of 
a volunteer detachment of Los Angeles 
Silver Republicans. The two southern 
leaders claim they drummed into camp 
fifty-one out of 60 delegates on the 
train. Wardall lays great stress on 
the loyalty of the Silver Republican 
voters, whom Nathan Cole, Jr., the 
California member of the Silver Re- 
publican National Committee, Judge J. 
Noonan Phillips and Sutherland Hut- 
ton are supposed to be able to deliver 
on any terms. 

What seems to commend this Silver 
Republican element to the fusionists’ 
admiration is their ostentatious lack of 
a desire for place. Cole says his con- 
tingent of irregulars will be satisfied 
if fusion carries, but at the same time 
he is deeply impressed with the belief 
that the nomination of such a jurist as 
Superior Judge Walter Van Dyke of 
Los Angeles for Associate Justice on 
the Supreme bench would lend a tone 
of respectability to the tail end of the 
hybrid ticket. As a second thought, 
the white-money men may demand the 
choice of E. H. McGraney of Sacra- 
mento for Secretary of State. 

The Los Angeles crowd under Cole 
have also intimated that the moral sup- 
port that they are lending to the fusion 
movement would be appropriately re- 
membered by such trifling gifts as 
Comptroller, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, one Railroad Commis- 
sioner and one member of the Board 
of Equalization. The Cator faction 
says they would pretty nearly exhaust 
the register of the Silver Republican 
party, and it would merely be a mat- 
ter of candidates exchanging a com- 
plimentary vote on election day, 

In their anxiety over the main issue, 
the southern “liberals,’’ as the fusion- 
ists are pleased to call themselves, are 
consoling themselves with the thought 
that Gov. Budd is throwing his §in- 
fluence to Maguire for Governor, ex- 
pecting later to receive the support 
of the scattering members of the Leg- 
islature for the United States Senate. 
White is as dead as a doornail at 
home, and even the southern Demo- 
crats say he could not carry a precinct 
primary since his fight on Hawaiian 
annexation. If the should receive any 
mention in the resolutions adopted, it 
will be the briefest possible reference 
to his work for San Pedro Harbor. In 
casting about for a successor to White 
in the Senate, the citrus-belters are 
quietly taking opportunity in their idle 
moments to see if the Populistic pulse 
is quickened by the suggestion of the 
name of Abbot Kinney of Los Angeles. 
Kinney has an agent here on the 
ground in the person of a young at- 
torney, Earle Rogers, one of the found- 
ers of the Jonathan Club of Los An- 
geles. So far, time has hung heavy on 
Rogers's hands, for lack of a sympa- 
thetic audience. 

Late tonight a caucus of eighty 
fusionists was held to nominate tem- 
porary officers for tomorrow's conven- 
tion. E. L. Hutchinson of Los Angeles 
was elected by a vote of 55 to 21. F. J. 
Gregory of Alameda was made nominee 
of the caucus for temporary secretary. 
If fusion prevails, Hutchinson and 
Gregory will be made permanent offi- 
gers of the convention. Hutchinson's

speech of acceptance was short and in 
a style that has earned him notoriety 
in the City Council of his home town. 
“If I fail you one jot or tittle,” he said, 
the highest lamp post in 
Sacramento; hang me to the dome of 
the Capitol.” 

A. R. Sprague of Los Angeles raised 
the question whether the fusion caucus 
should decide to leave the place at the 
head of the ticket vacant, but the mo- 
tion was ruled out. The programme 
was completed by oeverrtting the nomi- 
nation-in-general for all fusion caucus 
nominees, and allowing candidates to 
choose their own orators. After tem- 
porary . organization is effected. and 
the committees appointed, the conven- 
tion will adjourn to meet Wednesday 
morning. The fusionists feel jubilant 
overthe result of the caucus, and claim 
the questions of control of the conven- 
tion and the nomination of Maguire 
were determined by it. The anti- 
fusionists, while admitting that they 
have a hard battle, still have hopes of 
Winning in convention. Of 76 votes 
cast in caucus, some of the delegates 
held blocks of proxies, but the exact 
proportion of the total of 353 votes in 
convention they will control is a matter 
for determination. The fight between 
fusion and anti-fusion is still on. 

MORE OF THE SAME.

SACRAMENTO, July 11.—The dele- 
gates to the Populist convention have 
been coming in thick and fast today. 
Up to tonight twenty-eight counties 
have reported, and the attendance will 
be good at the convention tomorrow.

JUDGE BUDD DECIDES. 


Deposit Company Will Pay Its Mort- 
gage Debt First. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
STOCKTON, July 11.—Judge Budd 
rendered his decision this afternoon in 
the case of tthe California Safe Deposit 


Company, as trustees, against the 
Stanislaus and San Joaquin Water 
Company. T. J. Drais and Charles 


Offers, defendants, and the Grangers 
Union et al, intervenors. The decision 
is in favor of the plaintiff. 

This is the case in which the’ de- 
fendant corporation mortgaged its 
property rig‘ats to the plaintiff to se- 
cure the payment of interest and prin- 
cipal of $350,000 worth of bonds of the 
company. A number of persons inter- 
vened claiming a rig'’nt to have the 
debts due from the water company paid, 
in preference to the payment of the 
mortgage debt. The court rules that 
they have no such right, and as the 
receiver appointed by the court had 
received no net income from the prop- 
erty,.the claims of the intervenors 
were wot preferred claims, and could 
not be paid until after the mortgage 
‘aad been satisfied. 


CONGREGATIONAL COUNCIL, 


Message of Greeting Sent to the 
President—Papers Read. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORTLAND (Or.,) July 11.—The na- 
tional council of Congregational 
churches today took up the contest of 
the two deiegations from the State of 
Alabama. Two bodies, one known as 
the ‘“‘association’”’ of Alabama, and the 
other as the ‘“‘convention”’ of Alabama, 
elected delegates, and each set of dele- 
gates asked to be admitted to the na- 
tional council. For twenty years the 
association of Alabama has been rec- 
ognized by the national council, but the 
Committee on Credentials today made 


-@ report recommending that neither set 


of delegates be seated, and that the 
contest be settled within the State of 
Alabama. After a discussion covering 
a portion of the forenoon and afternoon 
sessions, an action on the report of the 
Credentials Committee was, by a close 
vote, deferred until tomorrow. 

Rev. W. E. Barton of Boston delivered 
an address on “The Work of the Con- 
gregational Education Society.’ The 
society, he said, belongs in the older 
group of sisters of denominational so- 
cieties. Nearly nine thousand young 
men have been assisted into the Con- 
gregational ministry through the help 
of the organization. 

“The Christian college,” he said, ‘“‘is 
today on trial for its life. It is beneath 
the nether millstone of the high school, 
liberally supported by public money, 
and the university endowed by the 
State, or by liberal contributions of 
wealthy men. Forth from its doors 
have gone, are going, are to go, men in 
small classes, but well taught: men 
poor in pocket, but rich in faith; men 
whose hest equipment for life is the 
personal stamp which has been given 
to them by the men of character who 
compose the faculty of those institu- 
tions. 

“There is no new commonwealth now 
in its formative period that is not de- 
pending upon the Education Society 
more or less for the teachers and 
preachers and the schools which belong 
more or less directly to this organiza- 
tion. We stand committed to three 
things—an open Bible preached in ev- 
ery pulpit and read hy every man: an 
intelligent church membership able to 
search the scriptures and judge fairly 
and independently of the truth; an ed- 
ucated ministry composed of men fit to 
lead .and instruct and inspire an edu- 
cated people.” 

The triennial statement of the Ameri- 
can Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions, read by Dr. E. E. Strong 
of Massachusetts, was, in part: 

“The period has been most eventful 
on the foreign field. The evangelical 
work in Turkey has a most hopeful out- 
look. The old Gregorian church has 
learned a lesson that nothing but dis- 
aster could teach. The three missions 
in Africa have witnessed progress, as 
have those in India, and this despite 
famine and plague of unprecedented 
severity. The missions in China are 
growing, but perhaps the most hope- 
ful feature is seen in the development 
of the native churches, in their strug- 
gle toward self support, and in the in- 
tellectual and _ spiritual vigor with 
which the Christians are entering upon 
aggressive Christian work. Only one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. of the population 
of Japan are Christians. The free 
churches of Bohemia, with but a single 
American missionary, have received an- 
nually not far from 100 persons to 
membership. In Spain the labors of 
native pastors, evangelists and teach- 
ers are continuing as usual. As to the 
churches of Micronesia, the Christians 
of America, who have in good degree 
evangelized the Caroline Islands, have 
a right to expect that whatever settle- 
ment be made as to their political fu- 
ture, no power shall have sovereignty 
there without giving ample guaranty 
for full religious liberty.” 

Rev. L. H. Cobb of New York pre- 
sented the report of the Congregational 
Church-Building Society. 

The council teday sent the following 
message to President McKinley: ‘‘The 
triennial council of Congregational 
churches sends you most cordial greet- 
ing, and devoutly prays that Divine 


guidance may continue to be vou-|

chsafed unto you, and that the God of if 


our fathers may give such full success 
to our army and navy that the unselfish 
patriotism of our people may speedily 
be crowned with the blessing of a 
righteous peace.” 

Rev. W. S. Hunter of Utah read a 
paper on “‘Mormonism and the Present 
Situation in Utah.” He made a strong 
appeal for funds to carry on educa- 
tional work in the churches of Utah.

SENATOR ON TRIAL. 


Kenney of Delaware Accused of 
Aiding Bank-robber Boges. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WILMINGTON (Del.,) July 11—A 
trial probably unprecedented in the an- 
nals of this country, that of a member 
of the United States Senate on a crim- 
inal charge, began in the United States 
Circuit Court in this city this after- 
noon before Judge Edward G. Brad- 
ford. The defendant is Richard Rollin 
Kenney of Dover, junior United States 
Senator from Delaware, indicted upon 
a charge of aiding and abetting Wil- 
liam N. Beoegs, who has confessed to 
robbing the First National Bank of 
Dover, of which institution he was pay- 
ing teller, of the sum of $107,000. The 
eleven counts in the indictment, to 
which Senator Kenney has pleaded not 
guilty, charge him with aiding and 
abetting Boggs to the extent of about 

$3500. 

Two men, Ezekiel L. Cooper of Mil- 
ford and Thomas L. Clark of Dover, 
have already been convicted under sim- 
ilar charges, and are now serving.terms 
of eighteen months and five years, re- 
spectively, in the New Jersey peniten- 
tiary. 

Boges was the principal witness for 
the prosecution in each case. His story 
was to the effect that the greater part 
of his stealings were expended in stock 
speculations and gamblihg, and that in 
the stocks and speculations the defend- 
ants were associated with him by par- 
ticipating in his deals, and that they 
gave him their checks when they had 
no funds in the bank, Boggs taking 
care of them from the bank’s funds. 
The high position of the defendant 
drew to the courtroom a crowd that 
jammed its capacity and overflowed 
into the corridors. 

T. Edward Ross of Philadelphia, an 
expert accountant, who went over the 
bank’s books, testified that he found 
that various checks drawn by Mr. Ken- 
ney had come to the bank and had 
been casbed when he had not a suffi- 
cient balance to his credit. to meet 
them. 

E. D. Page of Philadelphia, who was 
manager for E. Cuthbert & Co., the 
firm of brokers with which Boggs con- 
ducted his stock speculations, testified 
that checks signed by Kenney were 
used in the stock transactions. All 
were produced and offered in evidence 
save one for $250, and the defense ob- 
jected to the admission of testimony 
with respect to this one. Pending de- 
cision upon this subject, the court ad- 
journed until tomorrow

of Schools James A. Foshay tothe 
Chamber of Commerce, that “Los An- 
geles is first choice for the conven- 
tion.”’ - 

For four years Los Angeles has 
been trying to secure the coveted 
prize. This year’s convention was ‘held 
in Washington, and, as the convention 
in 1900 will probably be held in New 
York, so that teachers can combine a 
visit to the convention with a trip to 
the Paris Exposition, it was universally 
felt that next year’s convention should 
he held in a western city. Minneapolis 


‘| had the convention last year, and Den- 


ver the year before. 

Superintendent Foshay represented 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Trade, the Supervisors, the Council, 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, and a number of other 
California organizations in his fight for 
the convention. He was aided by the 
fifty California teachers present as 
delegates, and by Prof. Elmer E. 
Brown, head of the department of 
pedagogy of the University of Cali- 
fornia. 

It is estimated that if the convention 
comes to Los Angeles that not less than 
5000 delegates will be attracted hither, 
and in addition many thousand 
tourists, brought by the low rates. 
The railroads have promised liberal 
rates, and it seems undoubted that the 
visitors will come by the thousand, as 
they did when a $25-rate each way 
was made from Chicago for the Chris- 
tlan Endeavor excursions to San Fran- 
cisco for the national convention there 
a year ago. 

It is believed that there is ample 
hall accommodation in Los Angeles for 
the convention. There are a number 
of large churches capable of holding 
big crowds, in addition to Hazard’s Pa- 
vilion, the theaters and Simpson Tab- 
ernacle.

Springs Case to Be Appealed. 
Railway Franchise Wanted, 
Revenue from Deaths. 


The members of the City Council 
earned their salaries yesterday, not 
only in the number of hours that they 
devoted to the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the city, but also in the matter 
of the importance of the transactions. 
The morning session continued until 
almost noon, and the other session took 
up most of the afternoon. 

The first business of the morning ses- 
sion was the approval or reference of 
the reports of the heads of city depart- 
ments, which had been filed from time 
to time during the past week, and most 
of which have been heretofore pub- 
lished. The ordinances presented by 
the City Clerk for street improvements 
and for the confirmation of the reports 
of street commissioners, were approved 
without discussion or division. Among 
the demands presented by the Finance 
Committee and duly approved were 
those for the salaries of the officers 
who served at the two special elections 
last week. The officers were paid $5 
each. There was some talk of increas- 
ing the pay of the election officers at 
the freeholders’ election, because of 
their more than usually difficult duties, 
but owing to the fact that a raise in 
their salaries would establish a prece- 
dent which might in time cost the city 
thousands of dollars, the pay for this 
election was made the same as the 
others. 

CONDEMNATION ORDERED. 

The commission appointed for the 
purpose of assessing the damages and 
benefits incident to the opening of Six- 
teenth street between Bush and Hoover 
streets reported to the Council that 
they had deposited for more than sixty 
days, as required by law, the sum of 
$1400 to the credit of Miles Dodd, Jr., 
and George P. Valby and the Security 
Loan and Trust Company, parties in- 
terested in certain property which has 
to be taken in the process of opening 
saidstreet; that the money had not been 
claimed by the persons interested: that 
they demanded a larger amount as 
their damages. It was therefore rec- 
ommended that the city at once begin 
proceedings in the courts for the con- 
demnation of the property involved. On 
motion of Mr. Toll the report of the 
commissioners was approved, and the

$1.56 on account of a double assessment 
against his property. 

In the matter of the report of the 
City Auditor relative to the lack of 
uniformity in the collection of fees by 
the city justices, the committee recom- 
mended that the city justices be re- 
quested hereafter to demand a $2 fee 
upon the filing of each case, and an ad- 
ditional $3 when the case comes to trial, 
and that the city justices also be re- 
quested to deposit with the City Treas- 
urer the item of $2 paid when the case 
is filed, monthly, the same as other 
moneys coming into their hands. The 
the was approved. 

last meeting Assistant Cit 

Engineer G. B. King presented a ae 
mand for $25 on account of services 
performed by doing several nights work 
in addition to his regular duties. The 
work was important, and it had to be 
done at night in order that it could 
be finished in time for the Council. The 
demand was referred to the Finance 
Committee, and that committe _ re- 
ported recommending that it be denied. 
There was some disposition on part of 
some of the members to refuse to sup- 
port the findines of the committee, and 
Mr. Baker made a motion that the 
matter be taken up at the afternoon 
session of the Council. Chairman Toll 
of the Finance Committee, explained 
that the committee had taken into con- 
sideration the importance of the work, 
but as there were other city employés 
who frequently had to work at night 
in order to complete their labors, and 
as any proposition for an increase in 
Mr. King’s salary could be taken up in 
its regular order, the committee had 
thought it best to deny the claim. The: 
report of the committee was then ap- 
proved. 

A deed from W. H. Cook to the city 
conveying certain lands fronting on 
Twenty-fifth street, was presented. but 
none of the members of the Council 
knew what it was for. The Clerk did 
not know, saying that it had been 
filed without explanation. It was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee for 
investigation. 

THE KESSLER WATER PLAN. 


At the recent meeting of the Water 

Supply Committee at which the local 
representatives of Kessler & Co., the 
New York bankers who desire to lease 
the city water system, were given an 
opportunity to explain their plan in de- 
tail, that explanation was found to be 
of such Jength that the committee re- 
quested that it be made in writing to 
the Council in open session. Acting 
upon that request, Attorney Max Low- 
enthal, the local counsel for the firm, 
yesterday presented to the Council a 
statement of what his clients desire. 
This statement was not altogether com- 
plete and another will be furnished 
later in which much more attention 
will be given to details, if the Council 
so desires. The plan of the company 
is as follows as stated by their attor- 
ney: 
‘’’o the honorable, the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Los Angele§, 
and to Messrs. Nickell, Toll and Bianch- 
ard, Water Supply Committee of the 
City Council—Gentlemen: On April 25 
of this year I had the honor to submit 
to you on behalf of Messrs. Kessler & 
Co., the New York bankers, a proposi- 
tion for supplying the city and its in- 
habitants with water for domestic pur- 
poses. Reference to that proposition is 
hereby respectfully made, and a copy 
thereof is hereunto annexed. 

That proposition was by the Council 
referred to its Water Supply Commit- 
tee, and at a meeting held by that com- | 
mittee the general plan was discussed 
between us, for the purpose of more 
fully indicating to the committee the 
views and intentions of Messrs. Kessler 
& Co. in the premises. 

On that occasion it was stated by 
Mr. Woltmann, the representative of 
Kessler & Co., that they would prefer 
to allow the proposition thus made to 
remain before the Council, its commit- 
tee, the public and the press, in its gen- 
eral form—for reflection and considera- 
tion, and that Mr. Woltmann, who 
was then about to leave for New York. 
would return to Los Angeles, prepared 
to make a definite proposition, stating 
in detail those matters which were 
merely set forth in general in the said 
proposition of April 25. 

In accordance with this understand- 
ing, Mr. Woltmann is now here, to sub- 
mit to you the details of said original 
proposition, as follows, to-wit: 

First—The present plant will be im- 
proved at once so as to bring it un to 
the standard of a first-class modern 
plant in all respects, which will fullv 
supply all the needs of the city itself 
and its inhabitants. To . carry out 
these improvements, Messrs. Kesslur 
& Co. will agree to expend, during the 
first year of the contract which they 
hereby ask for, the sum of two hun- 
dred thousand ($200,000) dollars, an4 
such additional sums thereafter as may 
be necessary and proper to maintain 
the efficiency of the plant and to im- 
prove it. We name the sum of two 
hundred thousand ($200,000) dollars as 
the minimum under the present esti- 
mates of Messrs. Kessler & Co., which 
are based upon the plans of your City 
Engineer. The further improvements 
contemplated are to be in line with the 
general plans of the City Engineer, so 
that the entire plant, during its recon- 
struction, shall be such a system as 
will be in accord with the requirements 
of the City of Los Angeles. The fur- 
ther details of these matters cannot he 
more fully set forth until they shall 
have been discussed and agreed upon 
with your honorable body and with the 
City Engineer. We would, however, 
add that among the improvements con. 
templated we propose to put in a filter 
gallery, whereby the “roiley” condition 
of the water at certain seasons of the 
year, against which there is now s. 
much well-grounded complaint, will he 
obviated and the water furnished wi!] 
be clean and pure. We also propose 
to increase the fire pressure, especiaily 
in the business part of the town, wnere 
the present service is by no means ade- 
quate in this respect. Furthermore, 
we propose to cover the _ reservoirs 
wherever desired by the city. 

Second—We propose to furnish to 
the city of Los Angeles without charge 
an abundant supply of water for all 
municipal needs. This includes all 
schoolhouses, and other municipal 
buildings, water for fire protection and 
for street sprinkling. This item will 
be made more definite when the city 
will specify its various needs in this 
respect. 

Third—We will agree that the rates 
to be charged to consumers of water 
shall not exceed the present rates. 
We state this item in that particular 
form to indicate the maximum charge 
under the contract desired by us, at 
the same time calling your attention 


to the City Council the power to regu- 
late the rates to be charged to con- 
summers. 

Fourth—We propose to pay to the 
city of Los Angeles a percentage on 
the gross receipts for water rates col- 
lected during the life of this contract, 
viz.: 2% per. cent. for the first five 
years; 4 per cent. for the following five 
years, and 5 per cent. for the balance 
of the tern? of the contract. 

In explanation of this item we beg 
to state that during the first. five 
years the percentage cannot be as 
hight as during the balance of the terrr, 
becayse during that period large sums 
must necessarily be expended in bring- 
ing the plant up to the standard above 
set forth, The revenue thus derived, 
considering the growth of the. city, 
should in time reach such an amount, 
that at the end of the contract § for 
which we ask, the city will be enabled 
to purchase the water plant without 
issuing bonds, or using any of the pub- 
lic moneys. 

Fifth—We propose, in consideration of 
obtaining the contract for Which’ we 
are asking, to acquire by purchase the 
present plant of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, and its affiliated com- 
panies, and the property of the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, in- 
cluding all the rights and claims of 
that company in and to the Crystal 
Springs waters, which are now in 


litigation between that company and 
the city, and we propose to have a 
judgment in that litigation entered, 
wiaereby the title and ownership of the 
city of Los Angeles to the waters of 
the Crystal Springs will be quieted and 
settled in favor of the city, and turn 
over to the city all right and title to 
the waters of the Crystal Springs for- 
ever. 

Sixth—The contract by us desired is 
for a period of fifty years, during which 
time the city of Los Angeles is to grant 
to us the use of all of its waters that 
now exist or may be hereafter devel- 
oped during the term of that contract, 
necessary to abundantly and properly 
supply the municipal needs of the city 
and the domestic wants of its imhabit- 
ants. That contract is to be in such 
manner and form as will secure to 
Messrs. Kessler & Co., their nominees, 
successors and assigns, the sole right 
to supply the city and its inhabitants 
with water during the life of such con- 
tract, and to secure to them for the 
term of such contract the use of all the 
waters of the Los Angeles River and of 
the Crystal Springs, and of such other 
waters, owned or controlled by the city 
of Los Angeles, as may be necessary for 
the purpose of supplying the said city 
and its inhabitants with abundant 
water for municipal and domestic uses. 

Seventh—At the expiration of the 
contract the city is to purchase all the 
property that may then be in existence, 
which shall be necessarily and properly 
used by Messrs. Kessler & Co., or their 
successors, in supplying the needs of 
said city and its inhabitants under this 
contract. The price to be paid therefor 
shall be the actual cost of replacing the 
property as it shall then exist, without 
reference to the cost at which such 
property may have been acquired or 
constructed by Messrs. Kessler & Co., 
or “their successors or assigns.--No 
amount whatever is to be ‘included in 
that purchase price for the good will 
of the business, nor for any of the 
water rights which shall be recetved 
from the city of Los Angeles under the 
terms hereinabove set forth, so as to 
specifically exclude the right of Messrs. 
Kessler & Co., their successors or as- 
signs, to receive any compensation for 
any water rights in the Crystal Springs 
or in any of the waters of the city of 
Los Angeles. 

We propose as a »asis of set‘lement 
as to the price to be paid, the foliowing 
manner of arbitration. Messrs. Kessler 
& Co., their successors or assigns, chall 
appoint one person, the city shall ap- 
point a second, and these t'vo shall ap- 
point a third, and the judgment of 
any two of the three arbitrators thus 
chosen shall be final in the premises. 
This arbitration agre»ment, in the light 
of the present experiznce: of your hon- 
orable body, can be sO drawn as to 
make the matter of arbitration, when 
the time arrives, speedy, safe and ef- 
fective for all concerned, and shall ve 
in accordance with similar arbitration 
agreements as they prevail ac the pres- 
ent time in many cities of the United 
States.

SPECIAL PRIVILEGE WANTED. 

The Los Angeles Railway Company 
filed a petition for a special privilege 
to extend its tracks east on Fifth 
street from Central avenue to the line 
of the property of the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company. The right to oper- 
ate tracks on that portion of the street 
is to be limited to twenty-three months. 
The reason for making the request is 
not stated in the petition, but if it is 
granted, it will result in the running 
of cars right up to the door of the 
Arcade depot. At present all cars stop 
at Fifth and Central avenue and the 
Los Angeles Railway Company now 
wants to extend its line through that 
short section of Fifth street between 
the depot and Central avenue. The pe- 
tition was referred to the Boerd of 
Public Works. 

Long before the Council convened 
yesterday morning, a telegraph mes- 
senger appeared at the City Hall look- 
ing for Councilman Grider. He did not 
find that official at once, but he did 
not leave the message. An hour later 


the Councilman appeared and 
and the message was delivered. 
It was from El Hutch, who 


has gone north to pose as a states- 
man at the State Populist convention. 
The message was a warning to Grider 
that the Los Angeles Railway Company 
was attempting to get a@ measure 
through the Council today and a re- 
quest to Grider that he secure the post- 
ponement of action on the matter until 
the next meeting. Of course final ac- 
tion was not taken yesterday. It could 
not have been taken under the rules, 
which provide that all such matters 
shall go to a committee. 

Mr. Grider moved that the Los An- 
geles City Water Company be directed 
to place water hydrants at the corners 
of Pico and Wall streets, and Pico and 
Prospect streets, which motion pre- 
vailed. 

Allison Barlow petitioned the Council 
for a rebate of $30, that being the 
amount paid as license for an auction. 
The auction was to have beer held 
July 2, but, the petition recites, owing 
to the war excitement, it was not held. 
The Council is therefore asked to re- 
fund the money paid for the license. 
The petition was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

J. R. Toberman sent in a com- 
munication suggesting that a culvert 
be built at Sixth and Pearl streets for 
the purpose of dividing the storm- 
water along Pearl street. He stated 
that as that street was s0o0n to be im- 
proved, the work could now be done 
much more cheaply than later. The 
matter was referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 

ELECTION RETURNS CANVASSED. 

The Council then began the work of 
canvassing the returns from the special! 
bond election held last Tuesday. Presi- 
dent Silver appointed Councilmen 
Grider and Baker as a committee to 
open the large election envelopes, that 
had been sent in by the officers of the 
election and examine the returns on the 
vote. The figures were found to be 
the same as those published in The 
Times last Wednesday and the tunnel 
and park bond propositions were for- 
mally declared to have received the 
requisite two-thirds of all votes cast.

Bids for the following public work 
were received, opened and referred to 
the proper committees: To improve 
Twenty-third street from Hoover street 
to Vermont avenue: to improve the in- 
tersection of Fifth and Hil! streets, to 
sewer Crocker street from: Seventh 
street to a point 100 feet south of Sixth 
street, and from a point 145 feet south 
of Eighth street to Ninth street, to 
sewer Towne avenue from a 
point 150 feet south of Bighth 
street to Ninth street; to sew- 
er Twenty-eighth street “from Ma- 
ple avenue to a point fifty feet west of 
San Pedro street: to sewer Palm street 
from Hemlock street to a point 120 
feet east of Central avenue; to sewer 
Ruth avenue from a point 112.50 feet 
south of Fourth street to Fifth street;

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Los Angeles Electric Company Gets 
the Street-lighting Contract. 


The hearing of such protests against 
street improvements as had been set 
for hearing yesterday was made agpe- 
cial order of business for the opening of 
the afternoon session. The first of 
these to be considered were the pro- 
tests of Mrs. P. E. Work, Mrs. Della 
Coffman et al., Carl Reise, M. J. Cross- 
well, George F. Paulk, Miss A. A. Chev- 
allier, W. A. Judge and C. L. Tedford 
against the confirmation of the report 
of the commissioners for the widening 
of Hoover street from Washington to 
Bush streets. One of the protestants 
appeared and stated that as there were 
sO many protests against the report, 
and as each of the protestants had a 
Gifferent objection, most of them being 
against the alleged inequality of wards 
recommended, he would suggest that 
a special committee be appointed to 
confer with the property-owners. Mr. 
Toll said this would save much time 
and would be much more satisfactory 
than to have the complaints heard inthe 
open Council. He, therefore, moved 
that the special committee be = ap- 
pointed, sayirg at the same time that 
he did not desire to be a member of 
the comittee. President Silver ap- 
pointed Councilman Baker, Ashman and 
Blanchard as the committee. A meet- 
ing will be called during the present 
week, and the committee will make a 
personal inspection of the ground, 

The protest of E. W. Lewis et al. 
f@ainst the report of the commission- 
ers for the opening of Twentieth street 
between Grand avenue and Figueroa 
street was denied. 

Several protests against the proposed 
sewering of portions of Eighth and 
Santee streets were to have been heard 
yesterday. At the last meeting the 
matter was referred to the City Engi- 
ner, and he made the following report 
on the matter yesterday, the adoption 
of which caused the present proceed- 
ings to be abandoned: 

“In regard to the protests against the 
sewerirge of Santee street from Ninth 
street to a point 165 feet north of 
Eighth street, and of Eighth street be- 
tween Los Angeles street and Maple 
avenue, I would recommend that the 
pending proceedings be abandoned, for 
the reason that your honorable body 
has instructed me to present an ordi- 
nance providing for the sewering of 
Santee street in conjunction with the 
work of grading, curbing, etc., under 
the Bond Act. I will present such an 
ordinance as soon as the grade of that 
portion of Santee street lying north of 
Eighth street ehall be established.” 

President Silver announced that Mr. 
McCoy, who had been appointed a 
commissioner for the opening of a 
street was unable to serve, and re- 
quested that his resignation be ac- 


cepted. It was accepted, and I. R. 
Dunkelberger was nominated in his 
place. 


In the matter of the attempts to sell 
the Ballerino property on Hoover 
street for street assessments, which 
have been made daily for a long time, 
but at which there have been no bid- 
ders, the Finance Committee recom- 
mended that the sale be continued from 
day to day for ten days more, after 
which the proceedings may be aban- 
doned. The report was adopted. 


LIGHTING CONTRACT AWARDED. 

The Gas and Light Committee held 
a short meeting between the morning 
and afternoon sessions of the Council, 
and decided upon the award of the 
street-lighting contract. When the 
Council reconvened, the committee re- 
ported, recommending that the bid of 
the Los Angeles Electric Company fo 
lighting the city from January 1, 1899, 
to January 1, 1900, at $6.50 per lamp per 
month be accepted, and that the City 
Attorney be instructed to prepare the 
necessary contract. This report had 
been anticipated for several days, and 
it therefore caused no comment. It 
was approved without division. 


STOPPED THE WORK. 


-The special commitee appointed at 
the last meeting to investigate the lay- 
ing of a ‘cross-over’ track by the 
Traction Company at Fifth street and 
Central avenue, reported that they had 
visited the place on the day of their ap- 
pointment, and had found the condition 
of the track as the Street Superintend- 
ent had reported to the Council. The 
work had been stopped, and the Trac- 
tion Company had agreed to abide by 
the desires of the Council in the mat- 
ter. The report was approved and hte 
committee was. discharged. 

Mr. Toll moved that the Los Angeles 
City Water Company be directed to 
place fire hydrants at Twenty-third 
Street and Estrella avenue and at 
Twenty-fourth and Hoover streets, 
which motion was a@éopted. 

On motion of Mr. Grider a four-inch 
water main was ordered laid along 
South Main street between Thirty- 
fourth and Slauson avenue before the 
proposed improvement of that street 
was completed.

TAXING THE DEAD. 


Revenue Stamps Mast be Placed on 
Burial Certificates, 

If the rule which has been adopted 
by the city health department is fol- 
lowed all over the country, the gov- 
efnment wiil receive a large revenue 
indirectly from deaths, wherever 
deaths are recorded and certificates of 
burial are issued by the constituted 
authorities. The health department Is 
of the opinion that the recently-adopted 
war revenue law * requires revenue 
stamps on wil burial certificates, or 
rather on the appiication for such per- 
mits to inter ceceased persons. Here- 
after all undertakers whe apply for 
suc burial permits and. file with the 
health department certificates of death, 
must attach thereto a revenue stamp of 
the denomination of 19 cents. The law 
is one of the most general in its pro- 
visions of any passed by Congress in 
recent years, and is so broad that it 
may be construed to mean to cover al- 
most every kind of legal documents, ex- 
cept those specifically excepted. That 
section which applies to legal certifi- 
cates is in keeping with the other sec- 
tions in that it is very general in its 
effect. Death certificates are not among 
tie documents that are excepted], and, 
although it is almost certain that the 
framers of the measure never intended 
it to apply to such instruments as 
death certificates, the local health de- 
partment has decided to be on the safe 
side, and will require stamps to be 
placed on those certificates as stated. 


A CITY IMPROVEMENT. 


Trees and Rubbish BHetng Removed 
from Old Orwhard Lots. 
Through the efforts of the Horticul- 
tural Commission a eeneral cleaning-up 
gas been inaugurated in the southwest- 
ern portion of the city, and will gradu- 
ally be extended to other portions of 
the city’s residence districts. Already 
some thousands of dead and dying 
trees have been removed from lots that 
are no longer of use for orchard pure 
poses, and that have not yet been built 

upon. 

All lots that are in need of attention 
are being listed, and the owners ap- 
pealed to in order that the commission 
may, unimpeded, remove decayed trees, 
and remove the litter that forms a 
breeding place for various kinds of tne 
sect pests. Through the kindly co- 
operation of E. C. Stimson, J. C. Salis- 
bury, FE. F. C. Kiokke, G. T. King, W. 
T. Garland, as well as a number of 
other property-owners, a very decided 
improvement has already been made. 
The commission has gathered a num- 
ber of indigent people. who are glad to 
cut and remove the old timber for per- 

ission to carry it away for firewood, 
and in this way expense does not fall 
on the property-owners. 


Personal Property Tax. 

Tie City Assessor has reported to 
the City Council that during June he 
collected $3423.45 in taxes on personal 
property. For July, thus far, his col- 
lections have been $986.23. The total 
since March 7, avhen the collections be- 
gan, is $22,255.73.

Indicted for Assaulting Little Vic-

The Chinese Bond Slave Goes North 
to the Mission, 

The American-bom China woman, 
Sue Sing, who was taken from a den 
on China alley last Saturday on habeag 
corpus, was before Judge Van Dyke 
yesterday. The certificate of her birth 
was produced and showed that the girl 
was born at San Francisco, on June 
8, 1875, but the affidavit was made by 
Wong Yen, a Chinese mid-wife, and 
was only filed on the l4th of June last, 
and consequently was not a bsgbutel 
above suspicion. 

It was charged by counsel that Sue 
Sing or, to use her proper name, Wong 
Sin Gue, was restrained of her liberty 
for immoral purposes. On the other 
hand, counsel representing Chin Tin 
Yock, who was alleged to be controll- 
ing the girl, claimed that he had been 
acting merely in the capacity of friend 
for the girl, and her husband. It was 
alleged that she was married to one 
Ching Gow, who came to this country 
to attend the Nashville Exposition.

A Tustin young man is busily en- 
gaged in building what he hopes will be 
a& wave motor, taking a suggestion ap- 
parently from the “teeter” of his child- 
hood days. Two floats are attached, 
one at each end, to a walking beam. As 
the billows come rolling in, each is ex- 
pected to hoist One float and then the 
other. The only thing necessary to 
make the machine a success seems to 
be a device for adjusting the waves to 
a uniform length, so that both floats 
shall not be hoisted at once and the 
walking beam thus jolted off its pivot. 


Very naturally, Dr. J. C. Hearne is 
not satisfied with the verdict of $1 
which a San Diego jury gave him Sat- 
urday night in the $100,000 libel suit 
brought by him against M. H. de Young 
of the San Francisco Chronicle, and J. 
F. Blunt. This was the third trial of 
the case, the jury having disagreed in 
the first instance, and a verdict of $10,- 
000 damages having been awarded at 
the second trial. It is understood that 
the verdict of Saturday night does not 
even carry the costs of the trial, but 
that each party must pay its share. 
The total costs will be about $1000. The 
doctor will, therefore, be “shy” about 
$499 on the transaction. His reputation 
has no doubt been considerably ex- 
tended during the several trials; 
whether it has been improved in char- 
acter is another question. However, 
the doctor hasn't had enough, and pro- 


poses to have another round in the 
courts.

BOARD OF EDUCATION HOLDS 
AN IMPORTANT SESSION. 


Repaira Recommended in All the 
City’s Schools—Janitors Elected 
and Headquarters Secured. 


ANNUAL STATISTICAL REPORT. 


FIGLRES AS TO SCHOOL ATTEND- 
ANCKH AND VISITS. 


Deaf Mutes Will Be Taught Oral 
Speech in a Special School 
Department to Be 

Established. 


The City Board of Education met !ast 
night with Directors Davis, McInerney. 
Bragg, Conroy, Poor and Simonton 
present. The Finance Committee’s re- 
port for two weeks was read. The de- 
mands amounted to $987.11, of which 
$540.93 was on the county fund, and 
$446.16 on the city fund. .In the de- 
mands on the city fund were those for 
the High School commencement exer- 
cises, amounting to $199. One item, 
that of Homer W. Glidden for writing 
diplomas, amounting to $13.50, was re- 
referred back to the Finance Commit- 
tee. Mr. Davis said he thought it a 
pretty thing that the city should have 
teachers who teach writing, and at the 
Same time the board is called on to pay 
for the writing on the diplomas to be 
given the graduates. 

The report of the Building Commit- 
tee recommended repairs on _ school- 
houses during vacation. The report 
covered every schoolhouse in the city. 
The recommendations ranged from 
whitewashing a fence to putting in new 
floors and painting an entire building. 
The last clause in the report says: 

“There are several buildings in each” 
ward to be painted, recommend that th 
members be authorized to appoint the 
men in his ward to do the painting un- 
der the directions and supervision of 
the Superintendent of Buildings.” 

This clause caused a wordy discus- 
sion between Messrs. McInerney, Bragg 
and Davis, so it was finally eliminated 
from the report, and painters from all 
over the city will have a chance in any 
ward. The work to be done, roughly 
estimated and exclusive of the 
High School, will be $3818. The High 
School work will cost about $750. The 


‘report was adopted as amended. 


Deputy Superintendent Ennis made 
the following statistical report for the 
year 1897-98: Number of days taught, 
183; times tardy, teachers, 101: total 
days present, 2,691,531.5: total days ab- 
sent, 140,533; total tardiness, pupils, 
17,293; boys enrolled, 9557: girls en- 
rolled, 10,091; total, 19,648: gain over 
last year, 877; average number belong- 
ing, 15,476; average daily attendance. 
14,708; gain over last year, 864: per cent. 
of attendance, 95: visits of superin- 
tendent, 1280; visits of special teachers. 
6860; visits, of Board of Education, 759: 
other visitors, 24,454. 

The Committee on Supplies for the 
coming year was not ready to report. 
lis attention was called.to the law mak- 
ing it necessary that action should be 
takem within ten days after the open- 
ing of the bids. This will bring it up 
to July 17, and a special meeting of the 
committee will be necessarv. 

Janitors were recommended by the 
Janitors Committee and appointed by 
the board, 

The Furniture, Fuel and Supply Com- 
mittee made a partial report, recom- 
mending that contracts be entered into 
for painting supplies, 

The special committee on leasing 
rooms for the board’s use reported that 
the present rooms can be secured for 
the sum of $80 per month. 

The special committee appointed 
June 27 to consider the proposition of 
opening a school for deaf mutes, re- 
ported as follows: 

“We are informed that an asspcia- 
tion of persons interested in this branch 
of education in the city of Los Angeles 
offers to provide for the payment of 
the salary of one teacher if the Board 
of Education will open a school for the 
oral education of deaf mutes. with two 
teachers, of whom one only shall be 
provided at the public expense. We are 
informed that at the opening of such a 
school there will be twenty or more pu- 
pils, and that in the conduct of a school 
of that kind there must be at least one 
teacher for every ten pupils. 

“In the absence of any provision made 
by the State intended to provide for 
this ind of a school, and to provide 
for the extraordinary expenses thereof. 
it would be manifestly impossible for 
this board to conduct such a_ school 
at the sole expense of the city. ‘e are 
satisfied, however, that deaf-mute chil- 
dren ought to have equal recognition 
with other children in the distribution 
of facilities for public education. 

“We therefore recommend that at the 
opening of the fall term of city schools 
a room be set apart for a deaf-mute 
school, and that two teachers, duly 
qualified to conduct the oral education 
of deaf-mute children, be appointed as 
teachers of said school, one of said 
teachers to be so appointed to receive 
a salary to be paid by this board out 
of the city school’ fund, said salary to 
be at the same rate allowed, classing 
them the same as grammar and pri- 
mary teachers. 

“Provided, however, that the second 
of said teachers shall serve without any 
compensation payable by this depart- 
ment: and provided, further, that this 
board will not guarantee the continu- 
ance of said school except so long as 
the same can be successfully coducted 
on the terms above stated.”’ 

The report was adopted. 

The estimate of financial needs for 
the coming year has been prepared. 
The total is $530,267.36. Last year’s es- 
timate was $449,660, or $80,607.36 less. 
The board has approved the estimate. 

On motion of McInerny, seconded by 
Poor, the employés of the school de- 
partment who are on the annual pay 
roll will be given ten days leave of ab- 
sence annually, with loss of pay, the 
same as other city employés. 

The board adjourned to meet next 
Saturday night. 


More Charges Against Welch. 

Wilbur Welch, who is serving a term 
in the chain gang for petty larceny, has 
been complained of by N. T. Colyear, 
and still further charged with having 
stolen four clocks, one dozen knives 
and@ forks, and one hand telescope, 
valued in all at about $6. Welch will 
be taken before Justice Owens today 
on the charge. This is a second com- 
plaint in the same robbery, the for- 
mer one not containing all the counts 
nor covering the entire amount stolen.

HAWAIIAN TRADE. The bureau of 
atatistics connected with the Treasury 
Department is preparing to issue 2&@ 


work on trade with the Hawaiian 
Islands. Among other things it will 
show that our commerce with the 


islands extends over more than half a 
century, one of the tables which Will be 
presented, showing imports trom them 
as early as 1826, and exports to them as 
early as 1837, though the latter seem 
to have been only occasional prior to 
1853. when they amounted to $4406, and 
by 1868 had increased to $548,030. In 
1872 they were $672,191, passing the $1,- 
000,000 line in IN77, after the enactment 
of the reciprocity treaty, the $2,000,000 
line in 1878 the $3,000,000 mark in 1882, 
the $4,000,000 stage in 1S9e, the $5,000,000 
in 1891, and promising to be nearly $%,-

COUNCIL DECIDES AGAINST THE 
PROPOSED BOND ELECTION. 


City Attorney Says They Would 

Probably De Illegal if Voted 

Under the Present Statute—Fran- 

chises — Electric-light bBill—Po- 
lice Headquarters News. 


on 


PASADENA, July 11.—[Regular  Corre- 
spondence.] The most_interesting feature of 
the City Council meeting this afternoon was 
the decision that the proposed special elec- 
tion to determine the question of issuing 
sewer bonds will not be held this summer. 
This project has been near to the hearts of 
Pasadena people, and many have been 
anxious to have the election ordered at as 
@arly a date as possible, the prevailing im- 
pression being that it would result in favor 
of the bond issue. Just before the adjourn- 
ment of this afternoon's session one of the 
Trustees called up the matter, but it quickly 
received its quietus from City Attorney Ar- 
thur, who said it would be useless to hold 
an election at present, while the legality of 
the legislative statute authorizing such 
bond issues is in question. ‘“‘The law is in 
such a sorry muddle,”’ said the City Attor- 
ney, “that I am frank to say to you, gen- 
men, that I could not advise clients of mine 
to purchase bonds issued under it. The 
Monrovia bonds have already been turned 
down by investors for this reason, and the 
Santa Ana issue is before the court. The 
point simply is that.the Legislature made a 
ridiculous blunder, repealing the wrong 
statute in the enactment of the present: one. 
“I have no doubt that the court will decide 
that bonds issued und@r this muddle of law 
are illegal. At any rate the risk is too 
great for investors, and nothing would be 

ined by holding an election before the law 

as been straightened out. You would sim- 
ply have to hold another election, that’s 
all.”’ 


Accordingly, the sewer-bond proposition 
will be postponed till after the next session 
of the lawmakers of the State of California, 
who will be invited to undo some of the 
doings of their predecessors. 

The City Trustees voted to give a hearing 
July 25 to the protestant against the com- 
missioners’ report on Center street. A re- 
solve was adopted ordering work begun on 
the improvements on Cypress avenue. 

Attorney Wright filed a written opinion 
that the San Gabriel Traction Company’s 
franchise was not drawn in the interest of 
the city. He suggested changes which will 
be taken up later. J. S. Graham asked that 
the Council take up this franchise as a 
committee of the whole, and Saturday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock was set as the date. Presi- 
dent Patten and Trustee Luckett spoke 
strongly against permitting any other rail- 
Hotel Green. Other routes 
Were discussed. 

In regard to the twenty-three-months’ per- 
mit of the San Gabriel Electric Power Com- 
pany, City Attorney Arthur said he did not 
regard it as a proper procedure. He said 
it would be better to grant a regular fran- 
chise for the length of time desired. The 
San Gabriel Electric Light and Power Com- 
pany announces that it is anxious to get a 
franchise and begin operations in Pasadena. 

The bill of the electric light company for 
lighting the city streets, City Hall, library, 
etc., for May and June, which was supposed 
to be paid by the Pasadena and Los An- 
geles Electric Railway, was presented and 
audited this afternoon. Citizens propose to 
take the matter up if the Council does not. 

AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 

City Marshal Lacey is much interested in 
the case of Peter Johnson, who came from 
Minnesota two years ago, a strong and 
healthy lad of 17, but who broke down from 
a severe hemorrhage due to overwork in a 
harvest field, and has since been wandering 
from place to place, seeking food and lodg- 
ing wherever he might find it, a sort of in- 
valid tramp, and yet nota hobo. He turned 
up here fire weeks ago and enlisted the sym- 
pathies of the marshal, who helped him and 
tried to induce him to write to his family, 
but he was too proud; he had left home with 
the avowed intention of making his fortune, 
and he was going to stick it out. He strolled 
off, but has now come back to Pasadena so 
ill and weak that his pride has given way, 
and he has consented to communicate with 
his people. He evidently came from a good 
home, and he would have made his way all 
right if his health had not broken down. As 
it is, a hospital is a more suitable place for 
him that a berth in a police station, and 
should he meet a motherly soul with a boy 
in far-away lands, she undoubtedly would 
see that the brown bony knee protruding 
through his blue overalls, was protected by 
a patch.

Feets and Figures About the Lemon 
Market— Mediterranean Fruit 
Compared to Californa Product. 
Middle West Market—Coronado 
Notes, 


SAN DIEGO, July 11.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] It has not yet been discovered who it 
was placed the ties on the track near En- 
c'nitas Which came near wrecking the Times 
Surf Line Flyer to San Diego Sunday morn- 
ing. The Times special train was stopped 
just in time, and the obstruction, apparent’y 
placed there to ditch the morning train from 
San Diego to Los Angeles, was removed. 


The ties were t nailed or tied to the 
track, being loosely piled upon it. Nobody 
was seen in the neighborhood. The trainmen 
did not have time to investigate closely, but 
their impression is that boys had done the 
work. It was not the act of a professional 
train-wrecker. 

THE LEMON MARKET. 

Everybody believes the lemon market is as 
high as it will go this season. Big shipments 
from the Mediterranean are likely to hammer 
prices down. One firm here received word 
that there were six Mediterranean steamers 
at New York last week, discharging 186.(00 
boxes of lemons. This is the equivalent of 
600 carloads. When it is remembered that 
San Diego county's total crop this year will 
be only 500 carloads, and that San Diego is 
the largest producer cf any county in the 
United States, it wHI be seen that this influx 
of italian and Sicilian fruit is a dampener on 
rices. 

e Med.terranean fruit hes been bringing $1.50 
to $4.25 per box. California lemons right 
alongside brought $2.75 to $3.20. Fruit here 
brings 2 cents per pound, and the freight rate 
is $1.25 per hundred pounds. This makes a 
box of San Diego lemons cost $3.65 laid down 
in New York. Yet F. B. Meriam, manager of 
the Fruit Exchange, says: 

“TI never shared the pessimistic view of 
many that the lemon industry in Southern 
California had entered upon its decadence, but 
that it has entered upon a period ‘when any- 
thing goes’ no longer holds good, has been £0 
thoroughly demonstrated in the past two 
years as to become an accepted fact no longer 
questioned. It has now fully entered upon” 
its competitive era, in which, as in all things 
else, the law of the survival of the fittest 
w.ll assert itself. 
>“T— have always been a firm believer in 
coéperation, not; however, on the eory of 
eliminating competition, for this is impos- 
sible, as all life, all success, directly or indi- 
rectly, is the result of successful competition, 
but rather to be the better able to success- 
fully compete.”’

The Sheriff also introduced as evidence a 
diagram of Newport Beach, in a notebook 
which was taken from the prisoner at the 
time of his arrest, and from which he had 
located Hogan’s camp at that place; and 
also a bundle of old bed quilts and clothing 
which the robber had evidently used in 
deadening the report of the blast in the safe. 

At the time of Hogan's arrest he had on 
his person one $59 bill, one $10, and six $5 
bills, besides one $1 silver certificate which 
the postmaster identified as one which was 
put in the box used for keeping the govern- 
ment money a day or two before the safe 
was blown open. This paper money was 
found by the Sheriff inside the lining of the 
prisoner’s coat sleeve at the time, besides 
$15 in gold and some silver pieces in his 
trousers’ pocket. 

The cashier of the Exchange Bank testi- , 
fied to having changed a §$20 bill for the | 
prisoner the day before his arrest, and a 
teller from the Commercial Bank stated he 
had exchanged $100 in paper for $20 gold 
pieces for him on the 6th of June. The 
broken sash from the store was also intro- 
duced in the case by the Sheriff, with the 
testimony that at the time of the prisoner's 
arrest he had a cut on his thumb and blood 
stains were still visible on the glass.

the City Water Company presented a bill 
for $136.50 for fresh water for street sprink- 
ling from Octoher last to June, inclusive. A 
report signed by Street Superintendent Low- 
Inan gave figures purporting to show cor- 


rectly the amount of water service furnished 


by the company for street sprinkling during 
those months. According. to the Street Su- 
perintendent’s figures, there was only $37.50 
due the company. 

In a communication accompanying his de- 
mand Mr. Vawter said: “I am advised and 
believe that the water company is entitled 
to recover 50 cents for every day that the 
‘gose neck,’ or hydrant, is open for use, 
per cart assigned to said hydrant, whether 
water is taken therefrom or not. The Street 
Superintendent denies this interpretation and 
claims that it only applies to days the 
hydrant is actually visited by the water 
eaurt, and then only to the time or portion 
of day occupied by the cart in drawing 
water. If the Street Superintendent's conten- 
tion is correct, then every water consumer 
would bave the right to say, when called 
upon for settlement of his water bill; ‘My 
family was absent, and used no water on 
such and such days or parts of days,’ and 
refuse payment for such time. Again, if 
only one tankful was drawn on any given 
day, requiring ten minutes’ time to fill, 
would the company be entitled to recover 
payment for only one-sixtieth of one day, 
or less than 1 cent for that day’s service, 
ten minutes being one-sixth ef one hour, or 
one-sixtieth of one day?" 

The bill was allowed for only the amount 
stated in the Street Superintendent's report. 
The ordinance fixing water rates provides 
that the price charged for water for street 
eprinkling shail not exceed 50 cents per 
cart ‘‘per day of ten hours."’ This de- 


| cision will in future effect a large saving in 


the municipal water bills.
